Boston, Dec. 27.—Grim winter swept 
into New England on the wings of a 
northeast storm with such terrific 
energy as to cause great damage, 
much inconvenience, not a little suf­ 
fering and a few deaths. 
The gale drove a great tide into 
Massachusetts bay, the 
wet snow 
prostrated wires, and railroad trains 
were stalled. Three persons lost their 
lives in Everett and Chelsea by the 
sudden ri3e of the water. 
The storm’s destructive powers were 
unusually extensive and severe. 
It 
swept over the greater part of New 
England and was accompanied by 
heavy snow. 
Coming on a full moon, the gale 
rolled a wave along the coast, which 
in some places reached a height of 
over fourteen feet above low water 
mark and has only been exceeded, ac­ 
cording to local records, by that which 
swept the coast at the time that Mi- ' 
not’s light was destroyed in April, 
1851. 
In this city the tide went across 
Atlantic avenue on the water front, 
and filling hundreds of cellars, caused 
an estimated damage of over $1,000,- 
000. 
In Everett, Cornelius Harkin and his 
wife were caught in their beds and 
overwhelmed by the flood, while an 
infant child lost its life in Chelsea un­ 
der similar conditions. In many places 
along the coast persons were taken 
from their homes in boats, hundreds 
of summer cottages were undermined, 
bulkheads were destroyed and persons 
living some distance from the coast 
found themselves looking over the 
open ocean. 
The prostration of the wire service, 
especially in southeastern New Eng­ 
land, was more extensive than for 
years. 
Providence clung to the out­ 
side world by only a single wire, while 
communication 
toward 
Fall 
River, 
Newport and New Bedford and Cape 
Cod by ordinary lines ceased at Brock­ 
ton. The wireless, however, estab­ 
lished communication with Cape Cod 
and there was much relief when word 
was received from the peninsula that 
its long sandy beach had not been 
marked by a wreck. 
Blocked Street Railways. 
The wet snow proved less of a han­ 
dicap than the fallen wires and tele­ 
graph poles for the steam railroads, 
but the street railways could make but 
little progress in clearing the heavy 
drifts. 
Fallen wires for a radius of twenty 
or thirty miles around Boston and 
throughout 
soutneastern 
Massachu­ 
setts and Rhode Island made it neces­ 
sary to cut out electric lighting plants 
in communities served by the over­ 
head system. 
Large cities, such as 
Cambridge, Somerville, Lynn, Brock­ 
ton, Providence, Fall River and New 
Bedford were in darkness, except for 
the light afforded by the full moon. 
In Everett and. Chelsea, hundreds 


were driven out by a flood resulting 
from the breaking of a dam gate at a 
place known as "The Dykes” in Chel­ 
sea. 
The homeless were housed with 
friends or cared for In the city build­ 
ings and churches. 
At Lynn the tide made a clean 
sweep across the narrow isthmus, 
which connects Nahant with the main­ 
land, and for several hours that rocky 
peninsula was an island. 
The state 
highway was covered to a depth o? 
four feet with sea weed. 
At Newport, It. I., the wind attained 
a velocity of over seventy miles an 
hour and at high tide the waves broke 
against the life saving station 
at 
Price’s Neck. The famous ocean drive 
was badly washed.

protection of the harbor, suffered dam­ 
age. 
A cold wave followed a heavy fall 
of snow, which- froze the damp snow 
to

roadways. 
Nearly ten inches of snow fell and 
the poor who ate their fill of free 
Christmas dinners had opportunity to 
work up another appetite by shovel­ 
ing. 
More than 10,000 shovelers and 
6,000 trucks were called out to clean 
the streets.

St. Paul, Dec. 27.—A meeting of the 
switchmen and other officials with the 
railroad managers will be called at 
once by Governor Eberhart at tim 
state capitol, and all sides seem to be 
confident that a settlement will be 
reached. 
The only point now at issue 
seems to be the question of when all 
the men shall be taken Dock. 
Governor Eberhart said that he fo.l 
confident that the conference which 
he will call will see the end of the 
strike. 
"The terms of the settlement 
may not be entirely what either side 
wants, but whenever there is a con­ 
troversy there must be some compro­ 
mise and J am confident that a settle­ 
ment will be made, although I do not 
know just what the terms will be,” he 
said. 
The governor said that he had 
communicated with some of the rail­ 
road officials and he believed from 
what they said they would yield a 
point and make the settlement possi­ 
ble. 
The switchmen held two meetings 
in Minneapolis. John Harschbarger, 
third vice president of the Switch­ 
men’s union, and others addressed the 
meetings, and all of them expressed 
confidence that a settlement would be 
reached. 
The only question now unsettled 
seems to be as to when and how many 
men will be taken back. 
The strikers 
insist that all the men be taken back 
within a very short specified time and 
the railroads have promised to take 
the men back as soon as they have 
places for them. 
At the conference 
Friday 
afternoon 
the 
switchmen 
agreed to submit their differences to 
the Chicago conference and abide by 
the settlement there and the roads 
agreed to make some improvements in 
working conditions here. 
The switch­ 
men then wanted a promise that all 
the men would be taken back at once, 
and General Manager J. M. Gruber of 
the Great Northern and Third Vice 
President G. T. Slade of the Northern 
Pacific answered that they did not 
have authority to promise this. 
The 
conference then adjourned until all 
the roads could be heard from on this 
question. The switchmen, however, 
made it plain that their agreement to 
submit their differences to the Chi­ 
cago conference was conditioned upon 
the agreement by the roads to take 
all the men back at once.

Washington, Dec. 
27.—The defini­ 
tion of the word "whisky” by the high­ 
est American executive authority wa: 
given when President Taft rendered 
the final decision on the subject Id 
connection with tne construction of 
the pure food law with reference to 
labeling. 
The 
president 
held 
that 
whisky made of 
neutral spirits is 
whisky 
when 
reduced 
to 
potable 
strength. 
The president covered other details 
in his decision and gave directions for 
the proper branding of various vari­ 
eties of liquor, holding among other 
things that Canadian Club whisky and 
whisky 
made 
from 
a 
mixture 
of 
"straight” whisky and "neutral” spir­ 
its may be called a blend. 
According to the instructions under 
this decision “straight whiskies” will 
hereafter be branded as such, but the 
brand may be accompanied by the 
legend 
‘aged in wood” and whisky- 
made from rectified, untilled or neu 
tral spirits will be branded so as to 
make known the principal ingredient. 
In addition, if they so desire, manu­ 
facturers of straight whisky may also 
use the vord "bourbon” or "rye,” as 
the facts may warrant. 
The definition of "blends” is not 
made broad enough to include neutral 
spirits made from molasses and re­ 
duced to potable strength. 
This art­ 
icle the president says cannot be la­ 
beled as whisky; it is rum. 
The president takes Dr. Wiley and 
other chemists to task for a "funda­ 
mental error” as to what the name 
"whisky” has 
included during 
the 
past IOO years and he also expresses 
the opinion that Mi-. Bower? mak< 
"too nice a distinc tion” in his <1: d ic ­ 
tions. 
C a n n o t Co Injustice. 
The president thinks that such an 
order as 
I L de i ion contemplates 
cannot do injustice. "Those,” he sa: k 
"who make whisky of ‘rectified.’ ‘re­ 
distilled’ or ‘neutral’ spirits 
carr e 
complain if, in order to prevent fur­ 
ther frauds, they are required to r e 
a brand which shall show exactly tvo 
kind of whisky they are selling. 
For 
that reason it seems to me fair to 
require them to brand their product 
as ‘whisky made from rectified spir­ 
its,’ or ‘whisky made from neutral 
spirits,’ as the case may be; and if 
aged in the wood, as sometimes Is 
the case with this class of whisky, 
they may add this fact.” 
Speaking further in the same line 
he says: 
"The public will be made to know 
exactly the kind of whisky they buy 
and drink. 
If they desire straight 
whisky they can secure it by pur­ 
chasing 
what 
is 
branded ‘straight 
whisky.’ 
lf they are willing to drink 
whisky made of neutral spirits then 
they can buy it under a brand show­ 
ing it; and if they are content with a 
blend of flavors made by the mixture 
of straight whisky made of neutral 
spirits the brand of the blend upon 
the package will enable them to buy 
and drink which they desire. 
This 
was the intent of the act. 
It injures 
no man’s lawful business, because it 
only insists upon the statement of the 
truth in the label.”

Hearing many stories of the 
Far West he earned and saved his 
money and soon was on a ranch tak­ 
ing his turn as cowboy in rounding up 
the cattle.

saddle he found time to perfect him­ 
self in drawing and painting, a course 
of which he had taken in the Yale art 
school and Art Students’ league, and 
pictured the redskins as they lived. 
He first made drawings with pencil 
and later took up painting. 
He also was interested in military 
and of the many animals the h orse 
was his favorite.

Bank or City on Which are Drawn 
Should be Designated on 
Deposit Slips 
"List checks separately,” has been 
placed on deposit slips almost ever 
since their use by banks. 
Of late, 
however the request to "Designate 
the bank on which checks are drawn,* 
has also appeared on the deposit slips 
used by the First National bank of 
Brainerd. 
A Dispatch 
representa­ 
tive recently asked a bank official if 
this was necessary, and how many 
depositors observed the request. 
"But few of them observe it,” said 
he, "but it would help very much if 
they would. 
It is not often, compar­ 
atively speaking, that we have to re­ 
fer back to a foreign check which has 
passed through our bank, but but we 
do occasionally and then it would be a 
great aid to be able to tell from the 
deposit slip what bank the check in 
question was on, or at least what city 
it was drawn on, as this would en­ 
able us to tell at once where it was 
sent for collection, and thus easily 
trace it. 
This is as much, or more, 
for the convenience and benefit of 
our customers as of ourselves. 
Be­ 
cause of litigation arising over a m at­ 
ter in which a check has been re­ 
ceived and deposited, it is sometimes 
imperative to trace the check and 
prove its receipt, and it is easy to do 
this when the city in which the bank 
is situated is placed on the deposit 
slip.

churches. 
Among 
other things Mr. Rose said: 
Sunday in a big city cannot be 
just the same as Sunday in a little 
city or country village, especially if 
the big city be largely made up of 
foreigners, which is generally 
the 
case. 
No one remembers and appre­ 
ciates Sunday in a small town or 
country village more than I do. 
But 
things are changed when you come 
from a New England or New Jersey 
village into a great cosmopolitan city 
like Newark. 
Here you have an en­ 
tirely different population, and there­ 
fore an entirely different problem to 
deal with. 
You must also have to 
reckon with the influence and ex­ 
ample of New7 York, the nation’s met­ 
ropolis. 
And no matter w hat your 
early training may have been, and no 
matter what your personal prefer­ 
ences may be, you must look at the 
situation just as it is, and, like a wise I 
man, make the most of w hat may 
seem to you a bad bargain to begin 
with. 
Continentalism 
Quoting census figures, Mr. Rose 
stated that Newark's population is 
224,000 
foreign 
born, 
rn number but 113,000. 
foreigners, he added, 
rom continental Europe, 
which'Tiave a great bearing on Sun­ 
day observance. 
The fact th a t New­ 
ark is a manufacturing city and the 
strain of manual labor six days in a 
week was also cited as another rea­ 
son for Sunday recreation. 
The so­ 
cial customs of the foreign-born citi­ 
zens must also be considered, he said, 
and in this connection, he remarked, 
"we would be undertaking a prac­ 
tical impossibility if we tried to edu­ 
cate them out of them. 
He declared 
there are 53,000 Jews in Newark 
who observe Saturday as their Sab­ 
bath and look upon Sunday as Christ­ 
ians 
regard 
Monday. 
Continuing 
the clergyman said: 
Here are 95,000 Roman Catholics. 
With them Sunday is a mixed day. 
Part of it is for religion and the rest 
of It for whatever use they please. 
Their priests do not insist th at they 
spend ail the day in church or quiet­ 
ude. 
In fact, the parish houses of 
their churches are open on Sundays 
and billiards, bowling 
and 
other 
games are in progress. 
A Catholic 
is permitted by his church to play 
baseball, football or any other honest 
game on Sunday and indulge in any 
wholesome amusement he pleases so 
long as he has been to church and ful­ 
filled th at part of his duty. 
Theatre Opening 
What about 
Ahe 
theatres? 
We 
cannot close them; let us rest as­ 
sured of that. 
They are opening in 
all the big cities of the country. This 
has been the case for years in the 
West and is spreading 
slowly 
but 
surely to the East. 
Even in Detroit 
I found the vaudeville and moving 
picture houses wide and brilliantly 
open on 
Sunday. 
The 
vaudeville 
theatres are open in Newark, and 
they are not likely to be closed when 
we remember how great a propor­ 
tion of our population is ready to 
patronize and ready to defend them. 
If the vaudeville theatres are to be 
open and the low variety theatres 
are to be open, there is not a shred 
of reason why the moving picture 
places should not also be open; in 
fact, they are far less likely to give 
their audiences things that will hurt 
them than the other places, because 
every film is inspected and passed up­ 
on by committees in New York and 
Chicago made up 
of 
clear-minded 
and clean-minded men and women. 
Newark should have a commission 
of reliable and broad-minded men 
and women to pass upon the things 
about to be given in any place of 
amv .ement. 
This would guard the 
morals of the young and the old alike 
and secure, through the 
play 
In­ 
stinct, things that would elevate as 
well as entertain. 
Another course the churches might 
pursue would be to make the charac­ 
ter of their Sunday services, especi­ 
ally in the afternoon and evening, 
more popular and more joyously hu­ 
man. 
The illustrated lectures we 


have been giving the people in the 
Church of the Redeemer on Sunday 
evenings the past six years show 
what can be done by the church to 
bring men and women to a service 
that combines entertainment, edu­ 
cation and religion. 
I would like to see the churches in 
certain sections combine their mon­ 
eys and open one of their auditori­ 
ums for Sunday afternoon concerts 
of a fine and popular quality. 
Let 
the ministers be 
present, 
not 
to 
preach, but to make things go and to 
say a manly word here and a ring­ 
ing word there, as occasion natural­ 
ly afforded. 
Would the auditorium 
be filled? 
Try it and see! 
Would 
the results be fine? 
Fine! 
They 
would be superfine! 
Nor will I be at all surprised if 
the churches soon found it necessary 
to go even a step further and provide 
plays under thier own management 
for the people on Sunday to compete 
with and counteract the places of 
amusement run for money only.

MYSTERY 
IS 
DISSIPATED 


Cannibals Do 
Not 
Inhabit 
Tiburon 
Island. 
Nogales, Ariz., Dec. 24.—The mys­ 
tery and glamor surrounding Tiburon 
island, Gulf of California, has been 
dissipated effectually through the re­ 
turn of seven American explorers who 
passed through Nogales on Oct. 18 on 
their way to explore the island, which 
they supposed to be inhabited by man 
eating Seri Indians and to contain 
hidden treasure and rich mineral de­ 
posits. The party was under the lead­ 
ership of Professor Fayette A. Jones. 
At Guayamas the explorers bought 
a boat, provisioned it for a three 
months’ stay and proceeded up the 
gulf, landing at Keno bay, on the 
mainland. 
Here they were visited by 
twenty Seri 
men and women, who 
proved 
friendly and who 
informed 
them that there was nothing of value 
on the island. However, they crossed 
to the island, established a permanent 
camp and for five weeks prosecuted 
their explorations, finding no indica­ 
tion of anything of value or of great 
interest. 
The island is twenty miles wide and 
thirty-five miles long and is of vol­ 
canic origin. Good grass abounds and 
there is some running water. It con­ 
tains no human being, but hundreds 
of deer and myriads of wild pigeons. 
Inscriptions were found proving the 
visit there in 1905 of a rescue party 
in search of traces of the Grindell ex­ 
pedition, lost the year before.

They shut Troy 
out of the house, but the latter se­ 
cured an axe and cut down two doors 
to gain an entrance. 
The three had a rough and tumble 
fight, but as Troy was much tho larger 
and stronger young Olson seized a 
shotgun and fired twice, neither shot 
taking effect. 
Erickson then took the 
gun, which Troy, it is said, attem pted 
to take from him. 
W hile thus engaged Erickson dis 
charged the gun, Troy receiving the 
full charge in the upper part of tim 
stom ach. 
W hile the th ree were fight­ 
ing the women fled from the house, 
the two young men following after the 
last shot had been fired. 
Olson and 
Erickson, both youn { 
men, came to A lexandria and Barren 
dered themselves. A party immediate 
ly left for the scene of the trouble and 
found Troy dead on the floor.

W ashington, Dec. 27.—Serious con­ 
sideration is being given by President 
T aft and leaders in congress, includ­ 
ing Senator Aldrich and Speaker Can­ 
non, to the question of the advisabil­ 
ity of attem pting to enact a federal 
incorporation act in advance of a final 
judicial decision in the Standard Oil 
dissolution case. 
There appears to be 
an im portant difference of opinion be­ 
tween Mr. Taft and his advisers who 
w ant him to withhold the message 
which he has announced he will send 
to congress. 
It is understood th at Mr. T aft fears 
th at business generally will suffer lf 
the suprem e court affirms the finding 
of the circuit court in the dissolution 
case and th at he strongly favors what 
m ight be term ed “vaccination” of the 
body corporate by the adm inistration 
of legislative remedy before the evil 
appears. 
On the other hand, congres­ 
sional leaders fear such a course 
would m erely supply am m unition to 
the opponents of the adm inistration 
by giving them an excuse to charge 
th at the force of the T aft regim e is 
being directed toward creating a shel­ 
te r for monopolies. 


Honest Business Menaced. 
If the president should follow what 
is said to be his present inclination, 
he will ask for the passage of a fed 
eral corporation law without delay on 
he ground that honest business is 
en aced under the interpretation of 
he Sherm an anti-trust act given by 
the circuit court decision in the Stand­ 
ard Oil case. 
W hile the president’s 
view is sh:.red by the leaders named, 
they recognize the fact th at there will 
be serious opposition to any legisla­ 
tion apparently calculated to narrow 
the scope of the Sherman law. 
They 
believe 
that this 
opposition 
is 
so 
strong t i n t there would be a protract­ 
ed contest over such a m easure and 
that it would be wiser to await the de­ 
cision of the supreme court. 
Mr. Taft, it is said, believes the de­ 
cision by the circuit court correctly in­ 
terprets the law; if so he presumably 
expects that the decree will be sus­ 
tained. 
Mr. Taft believes also, it is 
said, that he can recommend a federal 
incorporation law without becoming 
amenable to a charge that he was 
seeking to prejudice the supreme court. 
Republican leaders,, however, do not 
all agree that the supreme court wf1’ 
sustain the decision without mitigat­ 
ing the force of that interpretation of 
the Sherman law.

Preston Sheldon, the deposed presi­ 
dent of tLe Phoenix (fire) Insurance 
company of Brooklyfl, under indict­ 
ment for grand larceny in connection 
Brith financial Irregularities in the com­ 
pany recently exposed by the state 
Ittrurance departm ent of New York, 
died at his home here ignorant of the 
fact th at detectives were waiting with 
extradition papers ready to take him 
bock to New York for trial in the event 
of his recovery. 
At the tim e the affairs of the com­ 
pany were arraigned in a statem ent by 
the New York insurance departm ent 
recently Sheldon lay critically 111 of 
ptom aine poisoning and in view of his 
condition, details of the investigation 
and news of his indictm ent were with­ 
held 
from 
him. 
He 
never 
rallied, 
however, and his death had been ex 
pected for several weeks. 
Sheldon was horn in New York six 
ty-two years ago, and was a graduate 
of Yale. 
A widow and two sons sur- j 
vive him.

Hurley, Va., Dec. 27.—Following the 
killing here oil Christmas eve of Sam­ 
uel Baker and the serious wounding 
of his wife and two chi dren by the 
former’s enemy, Henry P -nnington, a 
mob of IOO took Pennington from an 
improvised jail, where he had been 
Incarcerated under heavy guard, and 
hanged him to a steamplpe. 
Pennington, who had been drinking, I 
picked a quarrel with Baker and shot 
him while the latter was on his way 
to a Sunday school Christmas tree 
with his wife, bis twro children and a 
friend, Wyatt Meadows. 
Seeing that 
he had killed Baker, Pennington start­ 
ed to run away. 
Mrs. Baker called 
after him and implored him to help 
her take the body home. 
The ruse worked and Pennington 
w ent back. 
Bent upon avenging the 
deed Mrs. Baker grabbed 
Penning­ 
ton’s pistol from his pocket and shot 
twice at him. 
H er aim was bad, but 
she succeeded in wounding him in the 
hand and thigh. 
Pennington recov­ 
ered possession of the pistol and then 
shot the woman and attem pted to kill 
Meadows and the two children. 
Pennington then fled, but was cap­ 
tured by a posse after an exchange 
of shots in which he was badly wound­ 
ed. 
Pennington was locked up under 
a strong guard. 
A band of about IOO citizens was 
quietly organized, the guard was over­ 
powered and Pennington was taken 
to the engine room of a lum ber mill 
nearby and hanged to a steampipe. 
The body was riddled with bullets.
